Roger M. Sherman nddresaed the Jewallers'
MeKiniay and Hobart Club at its meeting at 41
Maiden lnne vesterday. Mr. Sherman sald:

“PTwo hundred and elghty vears ago Sir Fd.

ward Cokes, Chief Justios of England, sald:
*The |aw doth glve to the Kivg mines of gold
and wllver, thereof 10 tnake maonsy, and not any
other metal, bechtise tharsof money cannot ba
made, And hereof |8 great remson, for the value
of tnoney, belng ih effast the wvalue of all con-
tractn, In in effecttlio value of every man.' Thia
was & decineation of the law that deposits of
gold and silver in the enrth belong to the sov-
erelgn. In Enginnd, the Kiug: hare, the sov-
erelun poonle, This wans the law of our country,
an thin Suprome Court of the United States has
decidsd, until thie passage, in 1RG0, of a statute
of which | will presently speak, IListhe law
for two supremae reasonn: To make the measure
of walnes stable and 1o place the volume of Lthe
ourrency within informed and Intelligent con=
trol,
b *'I'bo sdvorates of the unlimited colnage of
oliver speak of Lhe silver dollar as the money
of thie Constitution. ‘I'liey nppenl to us in the
aame of patriotism to cut loose from the money
sandardn of England, The createst constitus-
tionnl lnwyer of our country was Danlel Wob-
ster. Listen to his opitlon of the money of the
Constitution, Wobater sald; *The clreulating
medium of & commercial community must be
that which is mixo the circulating medinm of
olher commercinl communitica, or must be
eapable of belng converted (nto that medium
without loss, ]t must also be able not only to
pass In payments and receipts among ndividu
als of Lhie same socloty and natlon, but to adjust
and disclinrge the balances of exchanges be-
tween differont natlons. It must be something
which has a valup abroad as well as at home,
by wlhilch forelgn as wall as domestio debts can
be satinfled. The precions metals ulone answer
thess purposes.’

" A constitutional dollar and a patriotio
dollar, lu the oplnion of that great expounder of
the Uonstitutlon, is not one that censss to Lo u
dollar and becomes (Ifty cents when 1L goes out
of the United Statea, A patriot, one would
thiok, would desire the same hinnor accorded Lo
the ¢coin with which he pays his way, as to the
flag of hila conuntry, How can one be honored
when the otler is debased ?

“1t is truo that nsilver doilar was prescribed
by the first Colbage act. Hut what kind of m
miiver dollar? The Supreme Court anawers the
question in the case of Bropsou agt. Roden:

**The design of the minutoness and striot-
mess in the regulntion of colnawe is easily seen.
It indicetes tbe Intention of the jeglniature to
give a sure guaranty to the people that the
colns made current in payments contain the
precise welght of gold or sllver of the precise
degree of purity declared by tho statute. It
recognizea the fact nccepted by all men through-
out the world, that value (s inherent in the
preclous metals; that gold and silver are in
themselves value, and belog such, and belug in
otlier respecta best adapted 1o the purpose, are
the only proper measures of value; that these
values are determined by welght and puritr,
and that form and {mpress are simply certitl-
cates of value, worthy of nbsolute rellance only
becauss of the known lutegrity and good falth
of the Governmeut which gives them.'

“The dollar ot the Coustitution was a dollar
containing Intrinslo value {n bulllon for {ts face.
It was worth 100 eents everywhere. 1t received
no value from the mint niark or from leglsia-
tion. The miot mark was only evidence thatdt
was an honest dollar, The present standard
silver dollor Is an honest dollar only so far
as the credit of the Government is pledged
1w make goud any delleit Nuw  we are
neked Lo substitute for & dollar containing in-

trinsic value to the amount of the mint stamyp,
or for & dollar which is in effect one-hulf
promise of the Ginvernment to pay for value re-
ceived, the frec.coinuye dolinre of Mr. Bryau. For
arpvment’s sake let us conceds all thint hns been
i in favor of the large use of silver money.
Le's us concede that the quantity of gold {8 oo
restricind towerve the detmids of trmde. Lot
us conesdoe that gold Las nppreciated iy vaiue
untilit has ceared to be & tair mensure of the
wvulue of debts contracted before the *dark act
of 1874." Ifany such debts exist, they must be
outiawed. It muy bethat w wan who wants a
Bryan dollar to pay such debta wiil finally con-
clude to plead the statute of limitations, |t
s concede that larger quantities of money wiil
Rive a stimulus o business, Let us concede
that it will be easler for the hard-pressed far-
mer to borrow money when thereismore Lo leud,

" But out of what cornucopin s all this pros-
perity to Le poured ¥ The Chicago platform, in
supstunce, demnnds that the mintaof the United
Hintes ehinil transmute into legel tender coln nil
sliver bulllon wflered, wiinolt expense to the
